Morgan, of Alabama, spoke about three 
hours upon this bill, reading from the 
speeches of Senators Hoar, Dawes, Sher- 
man, Hawley, and others, made years 
ago, for the purpose of showing that the 
Republican pnrty was responsible for 
tbe presence of the Chinese iu the Unitec 
States. 
This speech was extremely 


partisan and unfair and wus u manifest 
effort to manufacture political capital. 


At tbe conclusion of Morgan's speech 


Senator Stewart took the floor and made 
a very spirited reply. He stated that in 
early times in California the labor of th 
Chinese was priuclply confined to work- 
lug over old mining gulches that had 
previously been woiked by the whites, 
and tbero being ample room in Califor- 
nia iu those days for everybody, the evil 
effects ol the presence of Chinese was 
not appreciated. The Democratic party 
of California was not at the time op 
posed lo tbe coming of Chinese, but on 
the contrary, many leading Democrats 
advocated appropriations of money by 
the State to import, Chinese for the pur- 
pose of reclaiming the swnmp lands of 
the State. This scheme was opposed 
by the Republicans and the free-soil 
Democrats. Ho denied that any Dem- 
ocrat bad aver prepared and introduced 
a bill at any time previous to the present 
session of Congress looking to the es- 
climion of Chinese, except a bill intio1 


rluced by Mr. Henley iu 1884, and the 
bill prepared and introduced into tbe 
House by Mr. Morrow, which was after- 
ward introduced in the Senate by Sena- 
tor Fair, of Nevada. 


Senator Stewart read from the jour- 


nal of executive sessions ot the Senate, 
which were recently made public, the 
prooeediugs which took place in the 
Semite on the ratification of the Bar- 
lingame treaty in 1868, from which it ap- 
peared that the treaty, as presented to 
the Senate, authorized the naturaliza- 
tion of tho Chinese, but tli-it it was 
ainendud on motion of Mr. Conness, a 
Etpublican Senator from California, so 
as to prohibit such naturalization. 
He 


called tbe attention of the Senate to a 
Deport of the proceedings of tbe grand 
banquet given to Burlmgame and tbe 
Chinese Embassy on their return tu 
Sin Francisco after tho ratification o! 
the treaty, in which the leading politi- 
cians of both parties participated, vie- 
ing with each other in doing honor to 
tha Embassy, and over which the then 
Democratic Governor of California, H. 
H. Height, presided, and at which ex- 
Souator Hngpr, tbe present Collector of 
tbe Port of San Francisco, was a con 
spicuous aud honored guest. 


He then culled attention to the great 


debute of July, 1870, in which the Bo- 
publicau Senate, after discussion, de- 
oide i that uo Chinese should be natur- 
alizad iu ihe United Stutea. * He criti- 
cised tha conduct of Senator Thurman 
ou that occasion in attempting to stifle 
debate and sticare the naturalization oi 
Chinese by the Republican party agaiuet 
the apparent but not real opposition of 
tho Deroocratio parly. He showed that 
i ho bill under confederation at tho time 
was a House bill amending ihe natural- 
zation laws relating to white persons. 
By unanimous consent of thu Senate it 
was agreed thata 'vote ou thiH bill should 
38 taken without farther do bate at 5:30 
o'clock on July 2, 1870. 


Whon the tiina arrived ami u i further 


lebate was iu order on thv bill, Mr. 
Sumuer, of Massachusetts, oflWad an 
amendment extending the riglit uf nat- 
uralization to Africans and Chinese. 
Senator Stewart protested tout Stunner's 
amendment was not germauo to ihe bill 
or within the terms of tho agreement, 
ind that he would not allow a vote to

July, when tbe motion to reconsider the 
vote by which the amendment was 
adopted was carried in favor of recon- 
sideration by a voto of 27 to • 14, twenty 
Republicans and seven Democrats voting 
for reconsideration and 
agaiuat 
the 


naturalization of Chinese. 


Senator Stewart stated thtt Mr. Thur- 


man voted every time against naturaliz- 
ing Chinese and was opposed to extend- 
ing the naturalization laws to either 
Africans or Chinese, but he, complained 
of him more on that account than any 
other, and said that he would not have 
alluded to tbe matter if the Senator 
from Alabama had not read a speech 
of Senator Thuiinan against Chinese 
suffrage. 
He said it was very well to 


talk against Chinese suffrage, but the 
sincerity of Judge Thnrman was im- 
peached by bis coalition with Sumner 
and Trumbull to choke off debate, the 
inevitable result of which would have 
been the adoption of Sumuer'e amend- 
ment, as shown by the vote first taken. 


Senator Stewart then htated that after 


naturalization was denied tho Chinese 
by tbe Republicans, it soon became 
evident that their immigration to this 
country wus an unmitigated calamity, 
and Senators Sargent and Miller and 
other representatives of , the 
Pacific 


Ooast demanded the passage of laws for 
their exclusion. The Republican Ad- 
ministration and 
loading Republican 


Senators were opposed to any violation 
of the Barliugame treaty, and some 
.irgued that the corning of Chinese was 
uot injurious to our country. 
He stated 


that a treaty was finally negotiated 
under President Hayes* Admiuistration 
for the restriction of Chinese immigra- 
tion, aud a law was passed iu pursuance 
thereof, mainly by the exertions of 
Senator Miller and otber Republican 
representatives of the 
Pacific Coiv»t, 


which be showed wus evaded by tbe 
Chinese aud whiles engaged iu the in- 
luuious business of smuggling Chinese 
laboiers into the United States. 


In 188G a bill wua prepared and intro- 


ducud iu thii House by Morrow, which 
he said wua the most restrictive measure 
ever suggested. 
The same bill was 


afterward introduced in the Senate by 
Pair, and referred to the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, of which Senators 
dhermnu, Edmuuds, Frye, Elurrison 
and others were members. It was re 
ported to the Senate by Senator Sher- 
man with the unanimous approval of
